Council gives approval 


to trash pickup increases

Nearly four months after the first 
request, the Upland City Council 
Monday night granted rate in- 
creases for refuse collection giving 
the firm under contract with the city 
30 percent more revenue. 

The new rates — $7.22 paid every 
other month for the owners of 
single-family homes — go into effect 
Feb. 1. 

Increases range from about 19 
percent for the owners of most con- 
dominiums and apartments and 24.5 
percent for most homeowners to 28 
percent and higher for commercial 
pickups. 

In one of several contract 
revisions approved along with the 
higher rates, Western Refuse Haul- 
ing Inc. of Carson took over the 
Upland operations from its wholly 
owned subsidiary, C.V. Disposal 
Service. 

The amendment was a change in 
name only, 
operations. 

Western Refuse’s request for 
more revenue sparked residents’ 
complaints at several public 
hearings over poor service and 
many letters opposing the rate in- 
creases as well. 

The final vote Monday night split 
the city council 3-2, with Coun- 
cilmen Bill Bottin and Frank 
Hoover voting against the rate in- 
creases, 

Bottin reiterated that no vote 
Should be taken until the refuse firm 
provided a certified audit of its 
operations and financial condition in 
the city of Upland. 

He said some kind of increase in 
rates was warranted due to inflated 
costs since C.V. Disposal took over 
refuse collection from the city in 
May 1976. 

Under a commitment to the city, 
the company did not request ad- 
ditional revenue for the first two 
years of the contract. 

However, Bottin added, ‘‘I know 
that I cannot in good conscience and 
with a keen awareness of my 
responsibilities to the citizens of 
Upland, vote at this time for any 
kind of a rate. increase without cer- 
tified financial data on which to 
base a reasoned and rational 
decision *’ 


rather than in. 


He said, ‘‘There has been 
somewhat of an implied threat that 
if we do not grant the requested in- 
crease, C.V. will either continue the 
poor service or stop altogether the 
refuse services in Upland.”’ 

He said the council’s responsibili- 
ty was with the ‘‘citizens that placed 
us in office, not to a company that 
apparently underbid a job and has 
obviously mismanaged the perfor- 
mance of a contract with this city.”’ 


Councilwoman Ina Petokas 


responded, ‘‘T resent your accusals, 
Councilman Bottin..... You're ac- 
cusing all of us of irresponsibility 
based on your own personal evalua- 
tion. 

“You cannot project your values 
and your desires on us. We know our 
responsibility — I don’t believe we 
need a lecture.”’ 


Mayor George Gibson noted that 
while Bottin requested a certified 
audit of Upiand refuse operations, 
the request did not receive the sup- 
port of a council majority when the 
rate increases were first discussed. 

He said such an audit would be 
“time consuming at this stage of the 
game.” 

“Even if we did get a certified 
audit, what’s it going to tell us? All 
it’s going to tell us, as I see it, is that 
Western Refuse is telling us the 
truth.”’ 

Gibson said prospects of service 
‘‘going downhill’ with rate in- 
creases were not a ‘‘threat, but a 

fact of life.” 

He noted the revised contract 
calls for annual certified audits 
from Western Refuse. 


Upland residents to 
rate city’s services 


Upland is asking residents what 
city services they believe are most 
and least important through a 
questionnaire now available as a 
prelude to the town hall meeting 
Jan. 22. 

The questionnaires are available 
at departments with counter service 
at city hall, 460 N. Euclid Ave.; the 
Upland Public Library, 450 N. 
Euclid Ave.; the Upland Recreation 
Department, 123 E. D St., and the 
Upland Chamber of Commefce, 886 
W. Foothill Blvd. 

Upland will hold its town hall 
meeting 8 p.m. Jan. 22 at the Upland 


High School auditorium. 


Both the survey and the town hall 
meeting will be used to help city 
officials in preparing Upland’s 
budget for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1. 

City officials are asking that the 
questionnaires be handed in at the 
offices of the city manager or city 
clerk or mailed to fhe city 
manager’s office, Upland City Hall, 
P.O. Box 460, Upland 91786, before 
Jan. 18. 

The questionnaire lists 16 city

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services and requests that residents 
rank them according to priority, 
with No. 1 the most important and 
No. 16 the least important. 

Space is available on the back side 
of the survey for residents’ 
comments, and City Manager Lee 
Travers said citizens may wish to 
write in a city service not listed, 
making 17 categories in all. 

The 16 services represented 
amount to $5,190,943 of Upland’s 
$12.9 million budget for fiscal 1978- 
79. 

The questionnaire notes that about 
half of the total budget is made up of 
restricted funds, money that can 
only be used for designated purposes 
for which it is raised. Public 
transportation, sewer development 
and water service are examples of 
restricted-fund uses. 

Services listed and their budgeted 
amounts for the current fiscal year 
are: 

Police services, $2,023,374; fire 
and emergency first aid service, 
$1.213,825; park and parkway 
maintenance, $380,000; library, 
$292,826; street lighting (paid to 
Southern California Edison Co.), 
$243,712. 


Street tree trimming and 

spraying, $208,321: land-use 
planning (zoning and future 
planning), $145,902; street 
maintenance, $126,193; traffic 
control (striping, signing and traffic 
lights), $122,039; recreation, 
$115,931; engineering, $87,906. 


Street cleaning, $75,462; animal 
control, $48,187; flood control 
(cleaning basins, placing sandbags 
and related functions), $43,758; 
street weed removal, $39,507, and 
sidewalk maintenance (asphalt 
patching only this fiscal year), 
$24,000. 


Travers said city officials have 
made no firm decision yet on 
whether Upland will also run the 
survey as a newspaper ad that could 
be returned to city hall. 


The city manager noted the 
planned format for the town hall 
meeting is to start with short 
briefings by officials from four 
major administrative groups. 
Travers added that he will probably 
make some remarks on what the 
impact of Proposition 13 has been 
for the city. 


Results of the survey will be 
discussed, and department heads 
and council members will be 
present to respond to residents’ 
questions or comments.

End of poultry industry 
Causes dismantling of mill

A long-time fixture in downtown 
Upland is disappearing piece by 
piece. 

Dismantling of the Upland Feed 
and Fuel Co. mill, Third Avenue just 
south of Ninth Street, will continue 
for at least another month, 

Its tall grain bins ‘are shrinking 
under the heat of a cutting torch. 
The seven-foot, fiberglass rooster — 
the firm’s trademark in recent 
years — has left its perch on a mill 
tower for a new home in Arizona. 

James Eastman — vice president 
of Upland Feed Co., a division of 
Quality Industries, the current 
owner of the plant — said residential 
growth and'the decline of the 
poultry industry locally marked the 
end of the mill, which has been out 
of production for more. than a year. 

The independently owned retail 
store, Upland Feed and Fuel Co,, 164 
N. Second Ave., will continue under 
the partnership of Ray Stump, a 
one-time mill hand, and Dwight 
Bert, who operated the mill for 
many years with Oren Decker. 

Eastman said the name also sur- 
vives in Quality Industries’ poultry- 
feed plant in Redlands, the Upland 
Feed Co. 

He added that the parent firm will 
maintain its offices just south of the 
mill site at 149 N. Third Ave. 

Upland Feed and Fuel traces its 
history back to 1896 when Charles 
Ruedy, a native of Illinois, opened 
the Ruedy Feed Store at A Street 
and Third Avenue.

slated because of fire 


Residents of the Upland area with telephone prefixes 
of 981, 982 and 985 will receive a three - day refund on 
their basic monthly service charge to compensate for a 
service interruption caused by a recent fire in General 
Telephone’s Upland switching oftice. The announcement 
was made today by Jack M. King, area public affairs ad- 


ministrator for the utility. 


‘‘In November, we had a switchroom fire that severely 
damaged a portion of wiring in the office,’’ reports King. 
‘This resulted in interrupted telephone service for many 
of our customers during the next three days, while 
repairs were being completed.’’ 

‘It has always been our policy that when service is 
interrupted over a 24 hour period or longer, that our 
customers will not be charged for the time they have 
been out of service. Because of the fire approximately 
23,000 of our customers will receive a credit on their bill 
reflecting three days out of service,’’ King said. 

King added that the credit will appear on telephone 
bills mailed between Jan, 15 and Feb. 13, and will contain 
the statement: ‘‘Out of service refund due‘to Upland

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barley for horses that worked the 
citrus ranches and provided 
transportation. 

Ruedy was a prominent Upland 
businessman before Upland became 
Upland. He owned a large chunk of 
land in what is now the Upland Town 
Center and served as™president of 
Citizens Land and Water Co., 
Commercial Bank of North Ontario 
and Magnolia Mutual Building and 
Loan Association. 

Occupied with his other business 
interests, Ruedy sold the feed store 
in 1904 to five Upland area 
residents, including J.J. Atwood, 
founder of the department store on 
Second Avenue. 

The partnership changed the 
firm’s name to Upland Feed and 
Fuel Co. The fuel was coal and wood 
for heating homes. 

Although barley remained the 
store’s biggest seller, the company 
also supplied grain and alfalfa hay, 
according to a 60th anniversary 
publication released in 1956. 


The company grew its own alfalfa” 


on two local ranches and made free 
deliveries on wagons pulled by 
horses and mules. 

The advent of the automobile 
changed the nature of the business 
in the early 1900s — horses were on 
their way out while chickens were 
multiplying. 

Citrus Belt Milling Co. owned the 
firm from 1919 to 1926 and shortened 
the name to Upland Feed Co. 

J.C. Mehl, Bert Decker and Joe 
Bert restored the full name v-hen 
they bought the company in 1926 and 
started a family operation that con- 
tinued. until 1972. 

Mehl withdrew as a partner and in 
1948 the Decker and Bert passed the 
business along to their sons, Oren 
and Kenneth Decker and Eldon and 
Dwight Bert. 

Dwight Bert, who served as active 
manager of the firm with Oren 
Decker, said, ‘‘I think it was one of 
the leading business firms in Upland 
for many years.”’ 

He added, ‘‘It was very in- 
strumental in holding’ downtown 
Upland together when times were 
rough,’ 

Bert recailed gross’ Sales in- 
creased some 240 fold during his 28 
years with the firm. 

With the price of sacked grain 
soaring in 1948, the sons made a key 
decision to start ~asnufacturing 
their own feed and later a ided bins 
for bulk deliveries. 

Other advances included adding a 
staff of specialists to advise 
ranchers on the care of their flocks 
and building a modern poultry ranch 
in Cucamonga in 1953 and another in 
north Upland a few years later. 

The retail store on Second Avenue 
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once featured drive-through pickup 
service. 

Eastman said the parent company 
Sold the Cucamonga ranch, which 
continues poultry production, and 
the Upland ranch, which it is leasing 
to raise a final group of birds before 
the land is converted to residential 
use, 

He added that portions of the mills 
have been bought for continued use 
while other sections will be sold as 
scrap metal. 

Upland Feed and Fuel Co. added 
stockholders in 1972. Oren Decker 
died in 1974, and four Arizona 
businessmen purchased the com- 
pany under Quality Industries in 
1976. 

And the rooster, perhaps Upland’s 
most famous “non-conforming” 
sign, now makes its home -at 
a Phoenix warehouse, Eastman 
said.

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West End’s 3 state legislators 


will give pay raises to charity 


The West End’s three state 
legislators say they will donate their 
pay increases to charity. 

Technically, all three will accept 
the raises of $2,323, then make their 
tax-deductible contributions. 

The state controller’s office 
suggested that procedure to help 
legislators avoid legal 
complications. The additional 
income is considered taxable. 

“It doesn’t make sense not to take 
the raise,’’ Assemblyman Bill 
McVittie, D-65th District, said in a 

-telephone call from Sacramento. 

McVittie said he would probably 
give his raise to his church. 

Sen. Ruben S, Ayala, D-32nd 
‘District, said he would probably 
give his money to cancer research. 

Ayala gave another reason for 
doing something other than simply 
refusing the pay increase. 

“T’'m not going to return it to the 
state general fund and let the 
legislators decide how to spend the 
money,’ Ayala declared. 

. Assemblyman Terry Goggin, D- 
66th District, also said he would give 
his raise to charity. 

In 1977, both houses of the state 
Legislature approved a pay increase 
of 10 percent, from $23,232 to 
$25,555. The increase became 
effective at the start of the 1979-80 
legislative session. 

All three legislators voted for the 
increase in 1977. 

After passage of Proposition 13 
last year, the Assembly voted to 
drop the pay increase. McVittie and 
Goggin supported the move. 

But the repeal effort failed in the 
Senate, although Ayala sided with 
those who didn’t want the pay 
increase. So the increase took effect 
as scheduled. 

A 1966 state constitutional 
amendment limits legislative pay 
raises to 5 percent annually. The 
Legislature has voted 1 percent 
increases every two years. 

“T feel I’m entitled to the raise,”’ 
Ayala said, reflecting an opinion 
shared by the West End’s Assembly 
members. ‘‘But I’m _ not 
complaining. I work long hours, but 
I enjoy this job.” 

But Ayala said he didn’t believe he 
should accept a pay increase in a 
year when most public employees — 
including those in state government 
— didn't get one. 

“If state employees did not get 


one, I don’t think others should, 
either, including legislators and 
judges,”’ Ayala said. 

Judges also got salarv increases 
of 5 percent. The pay of a Municipal 
Court judge rose from $45,235 to 
$47,497. The pay of a Superior Court 
judge rose from $49,166 to $51,624. 

Post-Proposition 13 legislation 
exempted legislators and judges 
from pay freezes. The legislation 
said local government employees 
could receive ‘cost-of-living pay 
increases no greater than those 
granted to state employees. 

Since Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
vetoed pay increases for state 


employees, that in effect froze pay 
levels elsewhere in California. That 
is being challenged in the courts. 
The state Supreme Court has heard 
arguments but has not issued a 
decision. 


San Bernardino County Auditor- 
Controller Errol Mackzum said a 
number of judges have asked his 
office how they can return their pay 
increases. 


Mackzum said one Municipal 
Court judge (Ward Mathews, 
assigned to Fontana) has been 
returning the extra money. — 
PETER WONG

No money for gifted 


OMSD rejects funds 


for federal programs 


A. federal program that would 
have provided special education to 
Mentally Gifted Minors (MGM) was 
rejected by the Ontario-Montclair 
School District board of trustees 
Thursday night, after several board 
members refused to support the 
continual use of federally-funded 
programs in the district. 

Ordinarily routine federal pro- 
gram applications, including the 
MGM program, were consistently 


subjected to protests, tabling and 
split-decisions by the board of trus- 
tees of the Ontario-Montclair School 
District during its meeting Thurs- 
day. 

Trustee Sam DiGiovanni said it 
was ‘‘time to put my foot down’’ and 
reject programs that are part of fed- 
eral grants whether the money is 
available or not. 

DiGiovanni voted against several 
student ‘‘enrichment’’ programs

needs and I don’t think we’re meet- 
ing them adequately. 

‘“‘We don’t have the money to put 
into these programs — especially 
for the MGM children — and turning 
down this one saddens me greatly,” 
Mrs. Kelber said. 

Noting the amount of documenta- 
tion involved in federal programs, 
‘“‘No wonder teachers complain they 
are snowed under with paperwork, 
DiGiovanni observed, “and their en- 
thusiasm for the project is lost more 
often than not.”’ 

Trustee Kathy Brugger agreed, 
“What I’m hearing from teachers is 
that they’re saturated with paper- 
work that takes away from the time 
spent on the kids.” 

“I’m wondering that if these pro- 
jects are refused Sacramento will 
realize that we don’t want them 
packaged with strings attached,’’ 
DiGiovanni said. 

Trustee Richard Pearson dis- 
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agreed. ‘‘I don’t think turning down 
these projects is going to get back to 
Sacramento.

files bankruptcy petition 


Woodworks Builds Dynamite Fur- 
niture Inc., headquartered in On- 
tario, has filed a bankruptcy petition 
in U.S. District Court in San Bernar- 
dino. 

A hearing on the petition is set for 
Feb. 23 at the U.S. Bankrup 
Court, 141 N. Arrowhead Ave., San 
Bernardino, 

The company, with stores in 
Claremont, West Covina, Van Nuys 
and Carson, owes its creditors about 
$1.6 million, court records show. 

Under a provision of federal law, 
the company has continued to 
operate instead of being shut down 
and having its assets liquidated. 

Bankruptcy Judge David Naugle 
said the company is trying to 
rehabilitate itself. 

In a newsletter sent to its 
customers, Woodworks officials 
said the company’s financial 
problems were created by ‘‘too 
rapid expansion’ but that they 
believe the situation is temporary 
and can be overcome. 

Meanwhile, one of the creditors, 
Action In Advertising, wants 
someone ‘impartial’? to run the 
business during the rehabilitation 
period instead of the Woodworks’ 
owners. That decision has yet to be 
made by the courts. 

Customers with furniture on order 
and undelivered as of Dec. 14 who 
had paid deposits were sent a letter 
by the Woodworks giving them two 
options as allowed by federal law. 


New OIA carrier 


If they still want the furniture, 
they could pay the full price on 
delivery and file a claim with the 
U.S. Bankruptcy Court to recover 
the deposit. 

Or they could cancel their order 
and file the claim for the deposit. 

Court records show that about 1,- 
000 persons are listed as potential 
creditors of the company. Naugle 
said his office has received about 
280 claims so far, ranging from 
small amounts to hundreds of 
dollars.

The budget does call for $2.7 
million to build or convert 310 cells 
at CIM, Folsom and San Quentin for 
maximum security. Some of the 
money will be spent to tighten 
security for 132 cells at Deuel 
Vocational Institution near Tracy.

Board president visiting schools

So she can better understand the 
schools she represents, Ontario- 
Montclair School District board 
president Rose Kelber is visiting all 
the schools in the district. 

“] find that as a board member 
this is one of the most interesting 
things I do, and the only way I can 
know the problems is to see them 
first hand,’’ Mrs. Kelber said. 

She said she understands that 
‘‘teachers have an awesome respon- 
sibility—they’re educating the fu- 
ture of the world.”’ 

One of the first schools Mrs. Kelb- 
er visited was Euclid School, which 
late last year was in the news be- 
cause problem students had been 
placed in cardboard refrigerator 
boxes kept in a small basement stor- 
age room. 


“I went out there so I could get a 
look at the refrigerator boxes they 
were using but they were gone,” 
Mrs. Kelber said, adding that in 
place of the boxes, desks were sepa- 
rated on three sides with partitions. 

Rather than criticizing the use of 
the partitions as a technique for sep- 
arating problem children, Mrs. 
Kelber noted, ‘‘Since that technique 
was used I’ve been told the school 
has eliminated almost all of its dis- 
ciplinary problems.’’ 

She believes the separation of 
problem children is effective be- 
cause ‘‘I think it’s unfair to let one 
child disrupt the learning of 30 oth- 
ers.”’ 

At Imperial Junior High School, 
the former principal was dismissed 
after teachers protested, and Mrs. 
Kelber noted the change since Ray 
Wiltsey was appointed principal. 

“What a calming influence he’s 


been at the school,” Mrs. Kelber 
said. ‘‘He’s done an excellent job of 
bringing order to the chaos that was 
there before.’’ 

Mrs. Kelber also noted that ‘‘as- 
sertive discipline teciiniques are be- 
ing used by teachers there and 
because of that there’s discipline 
and consistency.”’ 

During one of several classroom 
visits at the same school, Mrs. Kelb- 
er said she saw a handicapped child 
suddenly became violent in a 
classroom. The child was gently 
brought to another room by a teach- 
er, who then explained to her class 
what had happened. 

“She saw something disturbing 
and turned it into a valuable les- 
son,’ Mrs. Kelber said. 

Mrs. Kelber was disappointed 
most teachers at Moreno School did 
not even stay during the time she at- 
tended the lunch hour.

‘Most of the teachers walked off 
campus and didn’t talk to me during 
lunch,’’ Mrs. Kelber said. ‘I came 
on campus as a representative of the 
board to listen to their gripes and 
they chose not to let me listen to 
them.”’ 


Even though she expressed irrita- 
tion at being ignored, she noted that 
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during her classroom visits she was 
introduced to the school’s method of 
team-teaching math, social studies 
and reading. 

“‘All the students get the best of 
each teacher,’’ she said. While one 
teacher trained in a specific area 
does the major instruction, the oth- 
er teachers circulate and help. 

At Vina Danks Middle School, she 
approved of the photography lab, 
because ‘‘where else can students 
learn about chemistry, plus a hobby 


they can enjoy and a skill they can 
ais 


"The highlight of De Anza Junior 
High School was the reading center, 
“where each child gets individual 
inst: action and most of the kids get 
out of the school reading a grade 
higher’’ than the normal eighth 
grade reading level, Mrs. Kelber 
said. 

She added that during the lunch 
hour there were many teachers who 
chose not to sit with her. She did not 
make any comments at the time 
‘but I noticed.”’ 

Mrs. Kelber said that when she 
visited the developmental center at 
Lincoln School, recently publicized 
for its alleged inability to incorpo- 
rate different kinds of handicapped 
children into its program, several 
children were staying after school to 


could only see pluses in what was 
happening there.” 

When she went to visit Serrano 
Junior High Schooi she said she was 
surprised and pleased that “a 
number of parents came out to meet 
me.” 

Even more parents came to Mar- 
garita School during her visit there. 
Mrs. Kelber added, creating ‘‘a 
marvelous exchange.” 

“The message I got from them 
was even if enroilment. is declining 
they don’t want to see their sehool 
close.’’ After visiting the school, 
Mrs. Kelber said she could see why.

Brethren In Christ Church traces 
its roots in Upland back to tent ser- 
vices in 1904, but the small 
denomination uses modern techni- 
ques at its new offices in the city to 
find potential members, keep 
records and decide where to build 
churches. 

The church recently consolidated 
headquarters for its western region 
in offices at 377 N. Second Ave., 
Upland. 

Brethren In Christ’s western 
region — or Pacific Conference, as 
it is called — covers 15 churches in 
California, New Mexico and Oregon. 

Bishop Don Shafer said Brethren 
In Christ had some 12,500 members 
nationwide at the end of 1977, noting 
that the figure is 15 percent higher 
than church membership in 1976. 

Despite recent articles indicating 
a decline nationally in church atten- 
dance, Shafer said, “People respond 
more readily today than ever.”’ 

Shafer and the Rev. Aaron Stern, 
church developer for the Pacific 
Conference, credited the church’s 
approach in finding new members 
for much of its recent growth. 

The techniques. they described 
somewhat resemble political con- 
vassing. 

Stern, who coordinates policy in 
the West on where to build new 
churches, said church officials look 
for areas with population. growth 
and where many residents do not 
belong to a church — “‘unchurched’’ 
persons, as he described them. 

Shafer outlined a step-by-step ap- 
proach the church uses to contact 
potential members. 

Church representatives start by 
calling residents and once they 
agree to take part in the phone sur- 
vey, they are asked if. they now 
belong to a church, he said. 

Unchurched persons are then ask- 
ed if they would like to receive 
literature about Brethren In Christ 
and later are invited to a Bible study 
session, Shafer explained. 

He added that the church has used 
a professional consultant to develop 
its approach to new members. 
Phone calls followed by mailings 
work better than church represen- 
tatives simply going door to door,

Shafer said. 

“We try to separate the prospects 
from the suspects,” he commented. 

Shafer and Stern now share of- 
fices with Ray Musser, national 
treasurer for Brethren In Christ, at 
the Upland location, a former baby 
boutique. 

Musser uses a small computer to 
keep track of the church’s financial 
records nationally and for the Jacob 
Engle Foundation Inc., a loan fund 
named after one of the church 
founders. 

He said the $6.5 million fund is in- 
vested and loaned to new churches 
starting out. The church ranks third 
nationally in contributions per 
member. 

An office for Christian Light Book 
Stores is also at the Upland head- 
quarters. 

The det.or ination started in Lan- 
caster Com:ty, Pa. Shafer said it is a 
matter of some controversy within 
the church whether Brethren In 
Christ is an offshoot of another 
denomination. 

However, he said the church had 
early influence from United 
Brethren and perhaps Mennonite 
denominations. 

He called Brethren in Christ uni- 
que in its stress both on piety —‘‘the 
personal heartfelt experience of 
God through Jesus Christ’? — and 
obedience — ‘‘the outward expres- 
sion of faithful discipleship through 
inner experience.’’ 

Upland Brethren In Christ 
Church, 845 W. Arrow Highway, 
currently has 545 members, making 
it one of the largest churches in the 
denomination, Shafer said. 

The church, under the direction of 
Pastor Robert Hempy, has added 56 
new members this year. 

Shafer and Musser attributed the 
church’s strength in Upland in part 
to the long-time presence of Upland 
College, the denominational school 
that closed in 1965, and rapid growth 
locally. 

Shafer said he is one of four 
bishops nationally for Brethren In 
Christ. He described his position as 
serving as the ‘‘pastor to the 
pastors.” 

In addition to being the top ad- 
ministrator for the Pacific 
Conference, Shafer is the bishop for 
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Acomplete selection of all your 
favorite vegetables from one of 
the country’s oldest seed grow- 
ers.

the church’s midwestern region, 
stretching his area from California 
to Mississippi. 

Shafer said his job itself reflects 
recent changes in the church. Until 
1957, Brethren In Christ depended 
almost solely on self-supported 
pastors for its leadership, he said. 

He noted the church was based in 
rural areas with lay pastors leading 
the congregations. For more than 20 
years, Brethren In Christ has en- 
couraged its churches to hire full- 
time pastors, Shafer said. 

In 1957, the church also introduced 
the five paid positions for the 
bishops. (The church is currently 
one short with Shafer serving two 
regions. ) 

Although national headquarters 
are located in Nappanee, Ind., 
Shafer said the church has moved 
“deliberately” to establish itself in 
urban areas, including San Fran- 
cisco, Baltimore, Philadelphia and 
New York City.

Star light, star bright, 

First star I see tonight, 

I wish I may, I wish I might 
Have the wish I wish tonight 


This familiar ditty has been repeated by young and old 
for generations. 

That first star being wished upon may be Arcturus, 
which is seen in the spring or summer. 

Or it could be Sirius, a blue-white star shining in the 
west during the winter. 

How many planets are in the sky and the miracles of 
the universe can be learned at Griffith Observatory and 
Planetarium. 

The popular home of astronomy has been in Griffith 
Park on the side of the Hollywood Hills since 1935. Since 
the doors opened, through the gift of Col. Griffith J. Grif- 
fith to the city of Los Angeles, more than 30 million peo- 
ple have visited the planetarium. 

John Mosley, program supervisor of Griffith Obser- 
vatory, is responsible for planetarium shows. 

Mosley started the interview at the Foucault Pen- 
dulum near the planetarium’s entrance. 

He then walked to seismological instruments and 
taped a card to the top of a glass-enclosed graph. The 
graph’s three arms left marks on the paper in three 
places. 

“This records movements,’’ he said about the graph, 
and then jumped on the floor. The needles made several 
lines rapidly. 

“We had an earthquake last night and you can see it 
there,’’ Mosley ‘said as he pointed to broad and heavy 
lines on the graph. : 

“It was a 3.7 quake in the Mojave Desert,” he said. 
“We have a couple quakes a week.”’ 

This is but one of the interesting exhibits in the obser- 
vatory museum area. 

The Foucault Pendulum is a 240-pound hollow bronze 
sphere swinging on a wire from the dome 40 feet 
overhead, . 

Invented in 1851, it gave direct proof of the earth’s 
rotation on its axis. The sphere constantly swings and 
takes 42 hours to complete one revolution. 


In the Hall of Science are exhibits of solar telescopes, 
the six-foot moon globe, meteorites, giant Tesla Coil, 
cosmic ray cloud chamber, models of spacecraft and 
other exhibits related to astronomy, Space travel and the 
universe. 


The planetarium is a domed theater which Mosley said 
is 50 feet high and 75 feet in diameter. 


The shows projected onto the overhead ‘‘sky’’ come 
from the Zeiss instrument and 12 projectors which 
produce more than 100 special effects. 


Mosley said four to five different shows are given 
within a year on a variety of topics related to astronomy. 
Currently and until Nov. 26, ‘‘The Great Moon Hoax’”’ is 
being presented. From Nov. 28 to Jan. 1, the traditional 
‘Winter Sky, Christmas Star’’ show will be shown. 
“Einstein and Relativity” will run March 6 to June 24, 
followed June 26 to Sept. 23 by ‘‘Apollo Ten Years 
Later.”’ 


Watching a planetarium show is an unforgettable ex- 
perience. When the telescope projects the stars and 
planets into the sky, the sensation is one of reality — un- 


‘The Great Moon Hoax” relates astronomical falacies 
over the years which the public has been encouraged to 
believe. The show’s title relates to an 1835 newspaper ° 
story where great, though false, discoveries about the 
moon were revealed by a reporter. 


The shows go on 3 and 8 p.m. Tuesday through Friday, 
1:30, 3, 4:30 and 8 p.m. on Saturday and Sunday. The en- 
tire observatory 1s closed on Mondays. No charge is 
made to visit the Hall of Science, but fees are charged 
for planetarium shows. 


Atop the observatory is a 12-inch telescone, one of the 
largest in California. Here the public can look at the 
moon, Saturn, Mars and celestial objects. No fee is 
charged. 


For those who like light-music shows, after the 
planetarium’s last show, the Laserium is offered. This is 
presented for a fee by individuals not connected with the 
observatory. ‘‘It gives us some extra revenue,”’ Mosley 
said. 


Mosley said the observatory is not used for research, 
though there have been times when Navy pilots going to 
Antarctica have been briefed on the skies and position of 
the stars using planetarium equipment. 


Mosley also recalled a yachtsman who was sailing 
across the Pacific who asked for a briefing on the skies 
around the various islands. The planetarium sky also has 
been used to brief astronauts and Army Air Corps 
navigators. 


Griffith Observatory can be reached from the West 
End by traveling on the San Bernardino Freeway tc 
Hollywood Freeway, taking the Vermont Avenue exit 
and going north to the end of the street. Visitors also can 
take the San Bernardino Freeway to Golden State 
Freeway, exit at Los Feliz and go west to Vermont 
Avenue, then north. Parking is free.

For the beginner, night 
photography seems like a 
big mysterious adventure 
that he may never feel 
confident enough to tackle. 

Actually, making night 
pictures isn’t all that 
difficult, and with only a 
few basic tools any 
photographer can make 
dramatic night photos. 

There are several things 
necessary when tackling 
night photographs. 


The first is a solid camera 
support. This can be either 
a tripod, usually the most 
convenient tool, or it could 
be simply a clamp with a 
tripod head attached that 
you can clamp to almost 
anything to form good 
support. 


A solid support is 
necessary because you will 
be working with exposures 
of one-fourth of a second up 
to several seconds in length. 


A locking cable release is 
the second necessity, but 
you can do without it if you 


have to. Tie cable release 
is important because it will 
allow you to open and close 
the shutter of the camera 
without the chance of 
bumping or moving it. 
While using long exposures, 
the less you have to touch 
the camera, the better. 

What about film and 
exposures? 

Almost any film will do. 
The faster films, of course, 
will give shorter exposure 
times. If using color slide 
film, I would recommend a 
daylight emulsion even 
though you will be shooting 
tungsten lights in your 
exposure. The daylight film 
exposed to tungsten light 
will create a color warmer 
or redder than reality. 
Often this can be a plus for 
your pictures. 

Check the -information 
sheet packed with your 
film. Often there are 
suggested exposures for 
night pictures listing 
several lighting conditions 
such as neon marquees or 
street lights, and they are 
pretty accurate. The list is

How do you make your 
exposures? 

Once you have 
determined to the best of 
your ability what the 
exposure is going to be, 
there is a rather simple 
technique you.can use. 


Hold a small black card, \4 


about three by five inches, 
in front of the lens. Open the 
shutter with the cable 
release. Your exposure will 
not start until you move the 
card away. To stop the 
exposure, simply replace 
the card over the lens and 
then close the shutter. 

Why use the card instead 
of the shutter? 

This is simply another 
technique to minimize any 
possible camera 
movement. By having the 
lens covered when you open 
the shutter, there will be no 
exposure. If the camera 
moves slightly when the 
shutter is opened, it will not 
register on the film. The 
same after the exposure is 
over. Covering the lens will 
eliminate any movement 
when the shutter is closed. 

Dusk is usually a better 
time to make night pictures 
since there will be slightly 
more light on your subject. 

The lighthouse picture is 
a good example of 
determination and wanting 
to get just the right picture.

Thousands more senior citizens in California became 
eligible for free fishing licenses Jan. 1 under terms of 
new legislation increasing income limitations, the state 
Department of Fish and Game announced. 

Eligible for a free license is any person 62 years old or 
older who has resided in the state for five years and 
whose total monthly income does not exceed $308 if 
single or $574 combined if married. 

Former income limitations were $250 and $500, respec- 
tively. 

In addition, any person receiving state old age 
assistance (commonly known as SSI or a ‘‘gold check’’) 
may obtain a free fishing license. 

These licenses are valid for taking any game fish from 
any open waters of the state. 

DFG license chief Jim Christopher said that 
applications for senior citizens’ licenses are available 
from ali license agents and all Fish and Game offices. 
Applications must be submitted to department head- 
quarters, which will issue the licenses. 

Increasing the income limitations, Christopher said, 
will mean that an estimated 37,600 more senior citizens 
will receive free licenses. With the old limitations in 
effect, the DFG issued more than 41,000 of these free 
licenses annually. 

Christopher explained that about 160,000 of California’s 
nearly 1.3 million senior citizens who qualify for the free 
license are anglers, and, of these, about half will take ad- 
vantage of free licenses. 

Free fishing licenses also are available to some disabl- 
ed veterans whose disability was incurred during war- 
time, including the Korean and Vietnam conflicts; to 
blind persons; indigent American Indians; and some dis-

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Indigestion has many meanings 


The term “‘indigestion’’ is 
a catch - all which covers a 
number of symptoms, all 
related to discomfort or dis- 
tress in the digestive 
System. It could mean 
heartburn, gas, nausea, loss 
of appetite, cramps, con- 
Stipation, diarrhea, or a 
combination of these symp- 
toms. 

Symptoms of indigestion 
might result from a 
relatively minor episode, 
Caused sometimes by being 
indiscreet about what you 
eat or drink — and in what 
amounts — and sometimes 
by emotional stress. For ex- 
ample, the burning sensa- 
tion under the breastbone 
(commonly called ‘heart- 
burn although it has nothing 
to do with the heart) is 
often caused by drinking, 
eating or smoking too 
much.
